In his obituary in the June, 
1950 Numismatist, Farran Zerbe wrote: “In the passing of Edgar H. Adams.. .numismatics loses a grand character, one who 
starred in its literature for many years.” If anything, this is an understatement. Adams published widely and often as his 
many published books, articles, catalogues and manuscript note books of the type offered here attest. Many of his books 
stood as standard references for decades. A number of these fascinating notebooks, on a wide variety of numismatic topics, 
are held by the American Numismatic Society; a few others have appeared in the numismatic marketplace from time to 
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time. Some seem to be unique, others appear to have been prepared in “editions” of two or three examples, apparently 
“customized” for famous collectors of the day. Even these are probably unique in terms of the annotations found in them. 
As noted in the New Netherlands sale catalogue, this notebook and the one to follow “contain descriptions and notes, 
unpublished die listings, pedigree data, and hundreds of cut-out photos, mainly actual photographic prints (although it 
appears that a copy of Miller’s State Coinage of Connecticut was sacrificed for the first volume).” It also appears that plates 
from several classic Chapman sales were “sacrificed,” i.e. Mills, Earle, Stickney, Parsons, Smith and Bushnell among them. 
The bulk of the illustrations, however, are photographs taken by Adams, whose prowess as a numismatic photographer is 
well known. A rather remarkable compilation of important information and superb illustrations on the topics covered. 

note: The current rarity of photographically-illustrated Chapman brothers and other plated catalogues of the golden era 
of the 1870s to 1920s can be explained in part by the practices of Adams and others described above. Up until the 1960s it 
was easier and less expensive to cannibalize plated catalogues than it was to locate the requisite great rarities and photo¬ 
graph them. There is irony in the fact that while the efforts of Edgar Adams, Wayte Raymond, the Friedbergs, Whitman 
Publishing and others brought untold new collectors into the numismatic fraternity, their landmark publications also 
engendered in numismatists an appreciation of the original sources they so offhandedly destroyed in the process.

8,1866, resident member Joseph N. T. Levick proposed the establish¬ 
ment by the American Numismatic and Archaeological Society of a journal of “numismatic and archaeological intelligence.” 
His suggestion was quickly adopted and the inaugural issue appeared in late May of the same year. In the 1958 history of the 
American Numismatic Society, Howard Adelson wrote: “The first issue of the American Journal of Numismatics is in many 
ways typical of the Journal throughout most of its career. It contained published notices and minutes of the meeting of the 
Society and a number of short, rather popularized articles. The scientific aspects of numismatics were still not the primary 
interest of the Society, which was for the most part composed of collectors and not scholars. The Journal, however, served 
clearly as the organ of the Society, and many of the papers delivered before the Society were later published in it.” This rather 
uppity view of the Society’s publications and its mission in general has been a cause of concern among a number of serious 
American coin collectors and numismatists for many years. Credit is justly due Harry W. Bass, Jr., under whose leadership an 
olive branch was extended to the American Numismatic Association and, even more significantly, the annual Coinage of the 
Americas Conference was initiated in the mid-1980s, re-establishing the central interest in our native coinage and currency so 
prevalent early on. The Groves Forum and publication of The Colonial Newsletter by the Society are also positive develop¬ 
ments. Recent events, alas, place in peril a decade of rapprochement. A more balanced view of the American Journal of Numis¬ 
matics, or at least ours (oft-repeated in our catalogues), is that “Many of America’s greatest contributions to numismatic 
scholarship first appeared in the pages of this most important publication. Crosby’s classic works on large cents, parts of his 
Early Coins of America , Frey’s Dictionary of Numismatic Names , Edgar Adams’ extensive work on California pioneer gold coins 
and, later on, the scholarly, still indispensable studies on ancient Greek coins by Newell, Baldwin Brett and others are but a 
small sampling. For American researchers, however, the Journal is most interesting for the reminiscences and other fascinating 
tidbits of information to be found in the earlier volumes, much of which is little known today except among the select few 
fortunate enough to possess a set of this very scarce storehouse of knowledge. In volume 41, its monumental importance is well 
stated: ‘The history of the Journal, if it could be given in detail, would be a history of American numismatics.’ ”

Ex November 27-28,1971 Katen Fuld sale, lot 693. An interesting and entertaining 
publication touching on various activities and hobbies “For Boys 8c Girls At School 
and Home” according to its masthead, also proclaiming “Plain Talk: It Speaks For 
Itself.” Regular columns included “How To Do It,” “Ladies’ Department,” “The 
Amateur Photographer,”“NaturalHistory,”“Philately”and“Numismatics.”The story 
of the founding of the American Numismatic Association is well summarized in A. 
N. A. Historian Farran Zerbe’s The Numismatist—Its Story, appearing in the 1940 
Index to the first 51 volumes: “When The Numismatist was in its third volume, 
February, 1891, its publisher asked ‘What’s the matter with having an American 
Numismatic Association? Would it be profitable? Would it be practicable? All in 
favor of such a scheme, send in your names.’ The published exchange of ideas with 
Plain Talk, a New York publication with a coin department edited by Charles T. 
Tatman, Worcester, Massachusetts, led to a call for a national organization that was completed at a meeting held in Chicago, 
October, 1891, when The American Numismatic Association was organized. Plain Talk was designated as the Association’s 
Official Organ, but was soon succeeded by The Numismatist.” Excerpts from relevant issues of Plain Talk follow. Beginning 
with the March, 1891 issue, Charles T. Tatman edited the “Numismatics” department. Towards the end of his inaugural 
column, Tatman wrote: “Why should there not be an American Numismatic Association, after the general plan of the A. P. A. 
and the A. A. A.? We are aware that there exists in New York an aged and respected association called the American Numis¬ 
matic and Archaeological Society, but we would have one to include the less advanced set of collectors who constitute the 
great body of the numismatic fraternity.” The April issue continued to discuss “The idea of an American Numismatic Asso¬ 
ciation” and W. G. Jerrems, Jr. (who subsequently was to become its first president) wrote to exclaim “I am in favor of a 
National Society.” Tatman’s column in the May issue began: “The American Numismatic Association! Collectors of coins are 
waking up to the fact that they need a national society. Let all who desire to band the body of collectors together with 
fraternal ties express themselves through Plain Talk.” Later on he notes: “The Numismatist is still hustling for the A. N. A. 
Keep up the good work, Brother Heath!” By the June issue the idea had advanced far enough forward that the question was 
posed: “When should a convention he held? Dr. George F. Heath, of Monroe, Mich., favors putting off the meeting until fall. 
Do collectors favor August, September, or October?” The July issue proclaims: “It has now come to be a sure thing that an 
American Numismatic Association will be formed this year. The idea was almost simultaneously presented to coin collec¬ 
tors by Plain Talk and The Numismatist .” In the August issue a proposed slate of temporary officers was published and 
Tatman noted: “In the July issue of his paper, The Numismatist, Dr. Heath nominated the above list of officers to serve until 
the association can meet and elect permanent officers. PLAIN Talk was also nominated as official, organ.” Results of the 
voting for temporary officers were published in the September issue and an October 7th date was proposed for the first 
convention, to be held in Chicago. Also published in this issue was a letter in support of the association from the Chapman 
brothers, writing that they had been in business since “1878 for ourselves, and three years prior with J. W. Haseltine,” and 
noting that “Our numismatic library is the finest in America, and it is at the service of any member of the Association who 
may wish to consult it.” In the October issue, Tatman writes: “This number will reach subscribers just before the holding of 
the first annual convention of the A. N. A.” An extensive column in the November issue reports on “The Convention of 1891,” 
presents an outline of the Constitution, and records the last of the charter members, Nos. 41 through 60, among other

things. The December issue proudly headlines Plain Talk as the “Official Organ of the A. N. A.” Also featured is a lengthy 
biography of the “Father of the American Numismatic Association,” headed by a fine woodcut portrait of Dr. Heath. Thus, 
in less than a year’s time, the largest coin collectors association in the world was born, due almost entirely to the unstinting 
efforts of its dual midwives, Charles Tatman and George Heath, and their respective publications: Plain Talk and The 
Numismatist. The former soon faded into obscurity among coin collectors, while the latter is now in its 112th year of publi¬ 
cation and the Association remains strong despite current controversies. The complete run of volume 10 of Plain Talk from 
George Fuld’s library offered here is the only such market appearance in our memory.

A rare and most interesting volume featuring the portraits of American Numismatic Association past presidents and then- 
current board members. Among those depicted are W. G. Jerrems, Jr., A. G. Heaton, B. P. Wright, Farran Zerbe, W. F. 
Dunham, H. O. Granberg and numerous others. Important articles present include a history of the organization by Howland 
Wood, the 1910 Convention Proceedings and an overview of the coin exhibits, Ben Green’s The Social Side of the Convention, 
a poem by A. G. Heaton entitled George Francis Heath—A Tribute, R. W. McLachlan’s The First Paper Money, Howland 
Wood’s A Scheme for a Uniform Standard of Classifying the Condition of Coins, etc. An important source of historical 
information, much of which never found its way into The Numismatist. The publication committee of B. H. Saxton, Howland 
Wood and F. G. Duffield had hopes of making the Year Book an annual publication but the volume at hand is the only one 
ever issued.

Ac¬ 
quired from John Breen in 1972. The Andrews pamphlet was the first 
attempt to comprehensively cover later date cents. In the July, 1881 issue 
of the American Journal of Numismatics, W. Elliot Woodward wrote: “.. .we 
have within the compass of 54 pages, presented in the most unpreten¬ 
tious form, and apparently with no consciousness on the part of the writer 
that he has produced anything of consequence as the result of original 
investigation, a mass of information which we think will agreeably sur¬ 
prise collectors of American coins. The author’s method of identifica¬ 
tion is so simple that half a dozen lines suffice to explain it all, and his 
descriptions are so clear that they cannot be mistaken.” Two years later, a 
greatly expanded second edition was issued and Andrews remained the standard work for over sixty years. This first edition 
is perhaps the rarest published major work on large cents. In the preface, the author states: “Believing this pamphlet to be of 
value for reference, to others as well as myself, I have issued a small edition (forty copies,) part of which I intend distributing 
among my coin collecting friends, for the remainder—should anyone desire a copy, the price will be twenty-five cents each.” 
The author was apparently of a shy, retiring nature and did little on his own to promote distribution of his work. Coupled 
with the rapid obsolescence of the 1881 edition, it is probable that less than half of the original printing saw distribution at the 
time. Like a number of other publications of the period (1870 Maris and 1873 Parmelee/Seavey, for example), it is probable 
that the bulk of the edition has not survived. This is the only the second example we have ever offered for sale, either publicly 
or privately, and perhaps as few as eight or ten copies have survived. The copy at hand is enhanced by interesting pencil and 
ink notes, presumably written by Levick at the time. His annotations include observations on cents in his collection, unlisted 
varieties, die cracks, etc. Joseph N. T. Levick was one of the great American numismatists of the second half of the nineteenth 
century, active in the field from the late 1850s until his death in 1908. It was Levick who proposed the establishment of the 
American Journal of Numismatics and his early interest in large cents is well known through its pages [much additional 
information on Levick and his early interest in large cents is found in James Neiswinter’s presentation before the Coinage of 
the Americas Conference at The American Numismatic Society, New York: November 9,1996, published in 1998].

Fred E. Merritt’s annotated copy, with his name stamped in gilt on the upper cover and with numerous pencil notes on 
condition in the text, apparently comprising a check list of,an extensive and important collection. Ex June 6-7,1968 Hans 
Schulman sale, lot 291. Andrews made the first attempt to comprehensively cover the later dates and this second edition 
remained the standard work until superceded in 1944 by Newcomb. James Macallister thought highly of Andrews calling 
him “a keen student, with a remarkable memory” and noted that “I am inclined to believe that he saw every Cent he listed.” 
According to Sheldon, Andrews’ “remarkably thorough little monograph” was the fruit of research spanning twenty years. 
In the preface, the author describes his work as “the result of careful observation” and opines “Perhaps it would not be 
advisable to spend time that could be better employed on a subject of so little practical importance: but as a recreation 
from tasks more severe; as a means of training the eye to observe minor differences and variations; and of assistance to the 
mind in times of mental depression, the Numismatist will find it of much value.”

A devastating critique of American historical author Benson John Lossing’s well-known article. Incidentally, Lossing was 
the first honorary member of the American Numismatic Society, having been accorded that honor on June 17,1858. The 
review was originally intended for publication in the Historical Magazine but it grew so much in size that it was “deemed 
advisable to present it in a separate form.” This is the first example we have ever encountered of this wicked tract. “Anti- 
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quarian” writes in part: “The whole of the sketch which is not original is old, and all the original part is bad. It bears, 
whenever accurate, a very strong family likeness to a pamphlet written and published about twenty years since, by the late 
Samuel Breck, on the same subject; which pamphlet, though rare, is by no means unique. In many instances we find word 
for word, the two articles to agree, and it is astonishing what an anticipatory plagiarist Mr. Breck has been; only if he knew 
who was coming after him, he would probably have given him all due credit. On the last page of the article, we find a 
quotation from a letter (?) of Mr. B. to the author, which will be found verbatim et literatum, in the pamphlet spoken of. Mr. 
Breck’s pamphlet, though not entirely correct nor complete, is far preferable to this later fiasco. We trust next time, Mr. 
Breck will meet with a more honest and more able exponent, the ‘loss-in’ whose hands will not be so great.” And this is only 
the second page of a six page review!

Acquired by Harry Bass in December, 
1966. A cardinal work in the history of American numismatics and still an 
indispensable reference work. Though it did not go entirely unnoticed at 
the time of publication and thereafter [Attinelli’s obituary in the 1895 
American Numismatic Society Proceedings states: “His work on numis¬ 
graphics was the first of its kind ever published (1877) (sic) and is still 
recognized as an authority”], it was not until Alfred Hoch issued his “Quarterman” reprint in 1976— graced with a fore¬ 
word by John W. Adams and a pioneering, though now outdated “Rarity and Valuation Guide” — that Numisgraphics 
began to receive an even modest modicum of appreciation for the immense debt owed to it and its prescient and keenly 
observant author. Without it, we would be lost. Attinelli’s word sketches of the great and not-so-great coin collectors, 
dealers, numismatists and scalawags of the day are indispensable in any attempt to understand the beginnings of commer¬ 
cial and organizational numismatics in the second half of nineteenth century America. His meticulous cataloguing of the 
numismatic auction sale catalogues of the period parallels the thoroughness of Sylvester Crosby in his chosen field of 
American colonial coins. And we have not even mentioned Parts II & III of the book, comprising an in-depth bibliography 
of “Catalogues and Price-Lists” and “Publications issued in the United States” respectively. Both are, even today, of im¬ 
mense value. The main title truly is a misnomer. This work covers the entire range of American numismatic literature, 
excepting only periodicals, and the latter sections contain indispensable information found nowhere else. How many 
copies of Numisgraphics were originally printed? Estimates vary, but they are invariably miniscule. Adams comments in the 
Quarterman foreword: “Whatever the size of the original edition, relatively few copies got into circulation. The remainder, 
if any, seems to have disappeared quickly; Numisgraphics appeared on want lists as early as 1879. In any event, the book is 
extremely rare today, with less than a dozen copies known to exist. Half of these are impounded in institutions and the 
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remaining half ardently hunted by numismatic cognoscenti.” This appraisal, made a quarter century ago, may be a bit 
pessimistic but Numisgraphics remains one of the great rarities of American numismatic literature and it has yet, in our 
opinion, to be fully appreciated in both intellectual and economic terms.

In the main large cent section, Attinelli notes that “M. A. Vattemare in his work ‘Monnaies et 
Medailles de L’Amerique du Nord,’ Paris, 1861, pp. 25 8c 26, says, that the engravers produced in their heads of the cents from 
1796 to 1807 the portrait of Pochahontas.

1856; and on p. 62 that the half-cent of 1840 bears the portrait of Mrs. Patterson.” The sections covering coin literature and 
coin catalogues, the latter “probably the largest ever offered,” are especially instructive. Much information is included on 
his various limited reprints of early catalogues, addenda, etc., and the assertion made that a deluxe issue of Numisgraphics 
may never have been issued is demolished. After listing a copy of the regular edition, which sold for a paltry $1.10, Attinelli 
notes; “Ten copies of the above were printed (at $10.00 per copy) on fine large paper, either of the 4 copies remaining 
unsold can be had by addressing the author.” A detailed discussion of this catalogue will be found in Joel Orosz’s “Printer’s 
Devil” column, published in the Winter, 1995 issue of The Asylum.

He has, of course, in so long a connection with numismatics, brought to the 
surface some of the rarest pieces of this country, among which may be mentioned a ‘Naked bust Washington’ and New Jersey

Though, the Chapmans aver, “This circular letter is sent to every collector who has been on our mailing list,” copies of it are 
now rarely encountered. The magnificent Mills sale was the first large format Chapman catalogue to feature actual photo¬ 
graphs and the Chapmans explain their new innovation herein: “We have abandoned the autotype process, as it was unsat¬ 
isfactory and too uncertain, and employed that which we had in view in 1895 for the Brown collection, when the ignorant 
Treasury officials extended the law on counterfeiting to include the publication of Numismatic books and stopped our 
issuance of the plates for that collection; but last year the Senior member of the firm, single handed, secured the passage 
through Congress of an amendment to this law, exempting Numismatic books and circulars of legitimate dealers, and we 
are now again able to give the distant collector the opportunity of seeing with his own eyes, exact photographic images of 
the coins, and a perpetual visual record of the collection. By this process we have secured finer work with absolutely perfect 
detail, than has heretofore been the result from any of the autotype processes.

The Mills sale was a landmark, being the first Chapman catalogue published 
with actual photographic prints. Prior illustrated sale catalogues were issued with plates produced by photographic print¬ 
ing processes such as phototype, artotype and autotype. It is among the most “common” plated large format Chapman 
sales (though that term is hardly appropriate in absolute terms since virtually all plated Chapman sales are legitimately 
rare) and the price usually obtained only dimly reflects its importance. The example offered here is, of course, unique and 
of the highest significance. The firm’s bid book, in rather tattered condition, was sold two years ago in a Charles Davis sale 
@ $4,950.00 and now resides, through the generosity of Harry W. Bass, Jr., in the American Numismatic Society Library. 
The example at hand may have been one of the brother’s sales room copies or was perhaps annotated later for their in- 
house use. In addition to being a complete record of the sale as to buyers and prices, it also includes many corrections, 
several added lots, interesting observations, and a great many notes on coins bought at the sale by the Chapmans and later 
resold to major collectors of the day. Included are a number of quite important coins, many of which were purchased by 
“Garrett.” The Garrett in question was presumably Robert and many of the pedigrees established here appear to be previ¬ 
ously unknown or at least largely unnoticed. In Q. David Bowers’ extensive 1979 work on the famous family collection he 
notes that “Around the same time (1904) Robert Garrett took a renewed interest in the collection. He drew up a want list of 
pieces needed for the collection and sent it to the Chapman brothers in Philadelphia.” Among the outstanding items 
finding their way into the Garrett collection from some of the brothers’ shrewd purchases in the Mills sale were a 1722 Rosa 
Ameriana twopence (lot 61), purchased @ $32.50 and sold @$100; Mills’ 1776 silver Continental Currency dollar (lot 110), 
purchased @ $500 and sold @ $800; Mills’ 1792 silver and copper Getz half dollars (lots 145 Sc 146), purchased @ $105 8c $50 
and sold @ $200 8c $60; 1792 Washington Born Virginia cent (lot 148), purchased @ $20 and sold @ $50; 1787 muled Liber 
Natus (lot 347), purchased @ $30 and sold @ $35; the unique New Jersey copper with Washington reverse (lot 480), pur¬ 
chased @ $20 and sold @ $30 [reappearing as lot 1388 in the 1980 Garrett sale with the following tentative pedigree: “Prob¬ 
ably obtained by John Work Garrett from the Col. James W. Ellsworth Collection. Earlier in the Lorin G. Parmelee Collec¬ 
tion.”] ; an uncirculated 1795 eagle (lot 514), purchased @ $31 and sold @ $35; An uncirculated 1794 H. 3 cent, ex Parmelee (lot

Ex June 13-15,1967 New Netherlands sale, lot 139. A most important sale of American coins, rich in all series but particularly 
notable for Smith’s superb collection of large cents. The sale also included a small but choice offering of ancient and 
foreign gold and silver coins. Smith roved the seas in his youth before settling down in the wholesale fruit business in New 
York City. In his late 30s he relinquished active participation in this pursuit and, as Lyman Low notes in his obituary 
printed in the July, 1902 issue of the American Journal of Numismatics, soon became “well known to collectors as one of the 
leading coin dealers in New York.” His activities, including a number of coin auctions on his own account and in partner¬ 
ships, presented him with ample opportunity to complete an outstanding collection. Low notes that “He gave his attention 
especially to the United States series and to ancient Greek silver, and the cabinet of these two classes he has left will certainly 
awaken the keenest interest among connoisseurs, when the inevitable hour arrives which will present them for public sale. 
In the preface, the Chapmans wrote: “The late Mr. Harlan P. Smith for a great many years was an ardent amateur collector 
of coins, and during the later period of his life ‘engaged in dealing in them, but always endeavored to improve his own 
private cabinet, and collectors will here find a collection that takes rank with the finest that have ever been sold as regards 
completeness, rarity, and preservation, and probably equals in value the great Mills collection, which we sold two years ago, 
for what it may lack in the colonial series in comparison with the former collection, it surpasses in the United States gold 
coins, for it contains all the great rarities in the latter series and is complete in the silver, with the exception only of the 1804 
dollar.” Smith’s outstanding large cents included: “1793 chain, superb preservation, 1795 lettered edge, the most magnificent 
specimen known; 1796 head and bust, 1799,1804,1806 uncirculated, 1807, other dates in the finest preservation, 1808,1811, 
1824.” The collection also contained “one of the greatest series of Pattern pieces ever offered.” The plates are magnificent 
and the first three depict choice American colonial coins; plates 4-6 illustrate eagles, half eagles, quarter eagles and gold 
patterns; plate 7 is devoted to silver dollars and plate 8 to half dollars and quarter dollars; the ninth plate is devoted entirely 
to dimes and half dimes, depicting both sides of forty pieces; the next two plates illustrate large cents, “All in magnificent 
preservation;” plate 12 is devoted to half cents and plate 13 illustrates rare patterns; the final plate depicts ancient and 
foreign rarities. The H. P. Smith sale justly has always been among the most desired in the plated Chapman series. It is 
infrequently offered and is the second large format sale to employ actual photographic prints.

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entire collection. He notes in the preface: “To prepare this catalogue has been a labor of love, as I am greatly interested in 
our pursuit and expect to devote my life to it.” True to his word, Henry Chapman conducted nearly fifty sales over the 
following quarter century, including famous collections such as Jenks, Earle, Zabriskie, Parsons, Bement and Jackman, 
among others. Many would argue, however, that he never sold a finer collection of American coins than the amazing 
Stickney holdings. It is a magnificent collection, featuring colonials, pioneer gold, patterns, Washingtonia and United 
States coins in all metals.

His Crosby brought an impressive $15.50 yet an Attinelli in 
the original wrappers brought only 40c. Similarly, a plated Bushnell sale sold for $7.25 but plated Woodward sales, including 
Levick and Ely, realized only 144 each as part of a lot of four. Of the collector, Chapman notes: “Mr. Allison W. Jackman was 
a highly cultured gentleman who devoted his life to study, having never engaged in business and being a most devoted son 
with an equally appreciative mother, his collecting was a pleasure to them both. Born in 1849, he early began collecting 
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coins, which is testified to by notes in his Numismatic diary where he mentions having bought this or that in the early ’6o’s 
and his interest never ceased. Here therefore, truly is a life work and how well he has mastered it is shown by the coins. 

A purely American sale excepting lots 1142-1156 of ancient coins, mostly unimportant Roman Imperial bronzes, separately 
issued as a single sheet addenda. Early copies of the catalogue were issued without this supplement but it was apparently 
tipped in all plated catalogues. The annotated large cent section in this copy contains a number of earlier provenances and 
pedigrees, among them Earle, Cleneay (“Zanoni sold his collection to Cleneay”), Wilson, Mougey, Frothingham, Brown, 
Weeks, Stickney, etc. Among lesser-known pedigrees noted are those of Wm. R. Brunt, Lamphear, Ulex, Ropes, etc. A note 
after lot 805 (1841 A. 1. Brilliant Proof) notes that it was “Formerly owned by Mr. Morris [Jacob Giles Morris ( 1800 - 1854 ), 
uncle of Richard Wistar Davids, both of Philadelphia] who was lost in the wreck of the Arctic.”

Local patrons used 
this list to scout for coins of their choice; bids in these cases were submitted in sealed envelopes which were all then opened on 
the appointed day.” The sale marked the beginning of the widespread collecting of large cents and established Cogan as “the 
father of U. S. coin collecting.” E. J. Attinelli’s sketch in Numisgraphics pertaining to the sale and its author bears repeating: 
“This sale, although perhaps not strictly an “auction sale,” yet so closely approaches it, that it is given a place here. The coins 
were exhibited at Mr. Cogan’s store, and bids for the various pieces were made in sealed letters, which letters, nineteen in 
number, were, in accordance with a previous understanding, opened on the 1st day of November; the highest bidder for any 
particular piece was to be regarded as the purchaser. The names of the bidders, with the corresponding numbers, are pre¬ 
served.} Mr. Edward Cogan, whose name was brought conspicuously before the numismatic public by means of this sale, was 
born on the 5th of January, 1803, in the village of Walthamstow, Essex County, England.} He immigrated to this country with 
his family, in 1853, settling in Camden, a suburb of Philadelphia, and pursued the avocation of a picture dealer in the latter 
place. The following incident, which occurred in 1855, turned his attention to coins; a friend of his, named Ryan, casually 
exhibited to him an electrotype of the Washington Cent of 1791, while commenting on the value and rarity of the original, and 
of the scarcity of other pieces, he said to Mr. Cogan that he “would give him five dollars for a United States Cent of 1815.” In his 
endeavors to procure one for his friend, Mr. Cogan commenced gathering all of the old cents which came in his way, keeping 
the various dates separate in pill-boxes. Casually showing these cents to acquaintances, he began making occasional sales and 
purchases, which transactions, increasing in frequency, induced him, in 1857, to devote his principal attention to numismatology, 
in Philadelphia. The sale of November 1st, having proved so great a success, stimulated many others to enter the business. It is 
from this fact that many have termed Mr. Cogan “The Father of the Coin Trade.” In 1865, a wider field presenting itself in New 
York, he removed to this city and is now residing in Brooklyn. Mr. Cogan himself attributes the increased interest in numis¬ 
matics to the change from copper to nickel cents.} Mr. Cogan’s first printed catalogue is the one just mentioned and was but 
the precursor of many, as will be seen hereafter. Mr. Cogan’s descriptions of the quality and rarity of coins have been made 
with a strict adherence to truth, and if he erred, it was generally in favor of the buyer rather than the seller. His scanty use of 
superlatives, will be remarked by all who look carefully over catalogues prepared by his pen.”

A very rare printed response, distributed privately, to the controversy resulting from a Cogan report appearing in the 
November, 1868 American Journal of Numismatics. His letter on the results of Ebenezer Locke Mason’s maiden coin auction 
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sale of October 28,1868, featuring material from the collection of J. Colvin Randall, was sharply critical of the grading. The 
controversy ripens in the December issue where letters from both Mason and Cogan are published and comes to the 
boiling point in this letter, written in response to a letter appearing in the January, 1870 issue of Masons Coin & Stamp 
Collectors’ Magazine. Cogan begins: “In Mason & Co.’s Magazine for last month, I find a very gassy reply to a letter of mine, 
commenting upon the sale of Coins held in Philadelphia in October last. As I could not with propriety ask to be allowed to 
refer again to this subject, in our New-York Journal, I have taken this means of replying to it, to put myself right with the 
Collectors, by showing that I was perfectly justified in what I have said in regard to the misrepresentations of the Coins in 
the Randall Sale.”

All of the 1797’s are termed “miserably poor” 
and the two i799’s are hardly better, the first has the “date only legible—a miserable specimen” and the second, Cogan 
opines “I think original, but could not guarantee it; barely fair.” A second run begins with "1793, wreath battered and 
wretchedly poor.” And on it goes.

According to Newman and 
Bressett: “It has been stated that a lady obtained this dollar from the Mint during the period of President Polk’s administra¬ 
tion (1845-1849), and hearing of the high price paid for Mr. Mickle/s piece ($750, October 28,1867), she turned her coin 
over to her son who sold it to Mr. Sanford about April, 1868.” Described in the Sanford sale as “one of, if not the most rare 
piece in the American series, not more than four of five being known to collectors in the United States,” it sold for $700 to 
Lorin Parmelee and, at his 1890 sale, was acquired by Byron Reed for $570. In this copy, the choice 1794 dollar is recorded as 
selling for $180 to “Parmelee in person” and the 1804 dollar, as already mentioned, going to him at $700. The listings here of 
the ultimate recipients of lots bought at the sale by Cogan on their behalf enhances the value of this copy in establishing 
pedigrees. Cogan may have announced these buyers at the sale or their names may have been obtained later by Levick.

The first 172 lots, however, included a complete set of Masons Coin and Stamp Collectors Magazine; the 
first nine volumes of Frossard’s Numisma; “An almost complete run from 1888 through 1899” of The Numismatist, a deluxe 
Adams-Woodin; a 1923 edition of Chapman and 1870 edition of Maris on 1794 cents; a deluxe Newcomb on 1801-1803 cents; 
an 1852 Ormsby; a Maris New Jersey folio; a Slafter offprint on Vermont; a deluxe Valentine on fractional currency; plated 
Chapman and Elder sales; etc. Hans Schulman cooperated in the “preparation, research and pricing” and the descriptions 
are, for the most part, adequate if uninspiring. One does daydream about the contents of lot 170, “A magnificent accumu¬ 
lation of misc. auction catalogues from the turn of the century to recent, includes many well known name sales such as 
Chapman 1891-1929, Mehl 1908-1944, Stack, Elder etc. packaged in two large cartons, many hand priced.” Harry Bass ap¬ 
pears to have personally attended the sale and purchased heavily there. His most remarkable purchase, the magnificent set 
of large paper semi-annual W. Elliot Woodward sales offered elsewhere in this catalogue, could only have been adequately 
appreciated after viewing them, the paucity of the description being truly stultifying (vide reproduction following lot 622).

Doering notes errors in the book (attributing them to 
others), asks for Bill’s updated want list and offers several pieces for sale. Of an item offered by Doering at $2,500, a D 119 
according to Bill and valued at $40,ooo-$50,ooo in the book ($7o,ooo-$90,ooo in the first edition or if “BU or proof like” a 
“50-100% premium”), Bill further observes: “this a repaired holed coin.”

Ex August 8-9,1968 Colby Ritzman sale, lot 38A (appar¬ 
ently a sales room addition). Dr. Sheldon notes that Doughty’s work was based on research conducted by David Proskey a 
decade earlier and published in a series of articles in the Coin Collector’s Journal. “Proskey was the first to try to bring 
descriptive order to the study of early cents as a whole.” For unknown reasons Proskey appears to have passed the work and 
his unfinished notes on to Doughty who republished the work in 1890 under his own name. Sheldon further observes that 
“The Proskey designations thus became Doughty designations, although it has been said that Doughty scarcely knew one 
date from another.” This assessment and Breen’s characterization of Doughty as “a hack writer of fiction for boys,” while 
perhaps true, do not do full justice to the man. An accomplished coin collector in a number of fields, his important 
holdings were sold in several auctions spanning a number of years. Thomas Elder clearly thought highly of Doughty and, 
in the introduction to his September 28-29,1916 sale, he notes that Doughty “has been a collector all his life and the New 
York and Jackson (token) series offered here represent his efforts covering a long period of years research and study.” 
Likewise, his extensive collection of United States pattern coins, sold in 1891, was highly regarded.

He also proclaims that “You can rest assured that The Numismatic journal will be continued one 
year.” The back page of each issue is devoted to advertisements and the remainder contains brief articles, interesting chat¬ 
ter, coin sale announcements and results, occasional listings of coins for sale. Rare.

Edward Maris and E. Mason, Jr. for laborious research and valuable addenda.” The space given to American coins is im¬ 
pressive. Pages 115-256 are devoted to “British Colonial Coinages” and Fugio cents. The following chapter, entitled “Ameri¬ 
can And Other Gold, and the Private Coinage of Gold in the United States” occupies pages 257-480 and the contents from 
page 1065 on are devoted to United States coins, including an appendix on the “History of the Recently Discovered Confed¬ 
erate Silver Dollar, by E. Mason, Jr., Numismatist.” The author was “the founder and for thirty odd years the editor and 
publisher of Dye’s Counterfeit Detector,’ and for forty years a recognized authority on the paper and precious metal curren¬ 
cies of the world.”

Many catalogues were originally in the 
library of D. W. Valentine, with his name and address usually written on the front cover or title. A number are annotated by 
him, sometimes priced, and on occasion with buyers’ names. An extensive run of Elder sales, nearly ninety percent com¬ 
plete. The following catalogues with the original plates are included: /. B. Chase, December 19,1907,3 fine photographic 
plates; Peter Gschwend, June 15-16,1908,16 (of 17) fine photographic plates, lacking plate 8, priced with buyers’ names in 
pattern section and intermittently elsewhere; James B. Wilson, October 5-7,1907,28 fine photographic plates; Peter Mougey, 
September 1-3,1910, 42 very fine photographic plates; Sixty-Sixth Sale, September 27-28,1912, 2 halftone plates; Henry C. 
Miller, May 26-29,1920.28 very fine photographic plates. The 1907 J. B. Chase sale with all three photographically-printed 
plates has, to our knowledge, never come to sale since the 1971 Fuld auction, either publicly or privately. The March 23,1995 
Bowers and Merena sale featured a copy with only two of the plates, both waterstained. The example offered here, approxi¬ 
mately 25.5 x 17.5 cm, is handpriced, the gilt-printed brown card covers are bound in, and the plates are fine clean impres¬ 
sions. The first plate depicts war medals, mostly British; the second illustrates rare United States gold and large silver coins, 
patterns, two Oak Tree shillings and a few miscellaneous pieces; the third plate depicts large cents, United States dimes and 
half dimes, a few United States gold coins, an 1870 pattern dollar, three ancient Greek Alexander III silver tetradrachms 
from a hoard and a Japanese rectangular silver coin. Tom Elder catalogues can drive a researcher'stark, raving mad. Elder 
apparently catalogued consignments as they came in the door — how else could his boast of cataloguing a thousand lots a 
day be true? Thus, the wheat is well hidden amongst the chaff. But oh! what kernels are waiting there to be found and 
studied. Among the over four linear feet of Thomas Elder catalogues present here is the entire numismatic world, waiting 
to be unlocked by a persistent and hardy researcher. Elder sold everything and rarities in nearly all U. S., ancient and foreign 
series are present in abundance. Virtually every important Elder sale is present in the Fuld set and, the more important the 
sale, the more likely it is to be priced. The addition of the six plated sales, particularly the Chase catalogue, adds spice to the 
mix and the estimate seems modest by any objective standard. 
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note: The inclusion of a Thomas Elder sale from the Charles Z. Mihalyi library in the last volume bound by George Fuld 
brought back pleasant memories of both men. G. Frederick Kolbe, as we were known then (the name facilitated mail sort¬ 
ing), issued an inaugural price list of numismatic literature in 1967 and, from the beginning, George Fuld was an active 
buyer. Charles Z. Mihalyi contacted us soon thereafter and for many months care packages of twentieth century auction 
catalogues regularly arrived on our doorstep. His prices were always firm but fair. Mr. Mihalyi collected Transylvanian coins 
and his notable collection was sold at auction by Stack’s on October 21,1977. He also saved auction catalogues, European and 
particularly American, from perhaps the mid-1920s up. The various American series, nearly all of them, were complete or 
virtually so [it is remarkable how many Transylvanian coins appeared in these sales and, it seemed, Mihalyi never missed any 
of them]. Arriving a few large cartons at a time, they provided a fledgling numismatic bookseller a comprehensive view of, 
and afforded much insight into, a key segment in his chosen field. For George Fuld, it was an opportunity to acquire mostly 
obscure catalogues that had theretofore eluded him and, for us, his orders were welcome encouragement. Fuld truly was a 
pioneer. He ascribed to Pliny the Younger’s view that “there is no book so bad that at least some part of it might not be 
useful” and he set out to form a comprehensive American numismatic library of books, auction sale catalogues, periodicals, 
etc., on virtually every aspect of the topic from its beginnings to date. His success can be measured in two ways: 1) the 
valuable information he obtained is manifestly evident in his many writings on diverse numismatic topics, and 2) the 
catalogue of his marvelous library, sold in two parts by Frank Katen in 1971. Katen is another pioneer. Well seasoned in the 
field by the 1970s, who else but he could have sold the Fuld library? Swann Galleries perhaps, though their 1973 sale of Aaron 
Feldman’s stock suggests that they were not yet up to the task. Perhaps Abe Kosoff in his leaner years might have tackled it. 
Certainly everyone’s first choice, John J. Ford, Jr./New Netherlands Coin Company, could ill have afforded the time away 
from more remunerative activities. Frank Katen’s relatively selfless years of toiling in the vineyards have never been duly 
appreciated. Clearly, in the 1960s and early 1970s, there was no way to make a living selling numismatic literature. Where 
before the limited demand and modest price levels had scarcely allowed the few involved to survive, a whole generation of 
numismatic bibliophiles and researchers came of age during the course of the Fuld sales, making it possible for a new 
vanguard of numismatic booksellers to flourish.

Each catalogue is inscribed in ink at the top of the front covers: “Bid Book Private, Henry Chapman” and all are 
heavily annotated in pencil including prices realized and the names or initials of buyers, along with Chapman’s bids for 
various clients, interesting observations on condition, defects, underbidders, and other notes. Three of the sales, the Octo¬ 
ber 1908 James B. Wilson, March 1911 William H. Woodin and June 1929 Dr. George Alfred Lawrence auction sales receive 
John W. Adams’ highest A+ rating and the May 1929 Samuel Hudson Chapman sale (Adams A-) was certainly of special 
significance to brother Henry.

A complete run of this very rare publication, complete with the pictorial section of issue 9, depicting get-togethers at the 
1910 American Numismatic Convention; also with a duplicate of the final issue bound in. Ex September io, 1995 Bowers 
and Merena sale, lot 2248; many individual issues formerly in the Essex Institute Library with their ink stamp. In his proem, 
Elder writes: “The ‘Numismatic Philistine’ is no more. Doubtless the mourners will be few. While it may have performed a 
few real services for the cause of Numismatics, its political ‘murmurings,’ had they continued might have eventually‘raised 
the roof’ instead of accomplishing reforms.” One can tell that Elder made a real effort to reduce the tension between 
himself and ANA officials (“This magazine will refrain from taking sides this year in any political nomination), though at 
times he cannot restrain himself, complaining, for example, in one issue about the editorial content of The Numismatist 
(“It is high time to run a blue pencil through some of the impertinent, not to say unauthorized, criticism such as was 
indulged in the recent issue. Is the official organ getting to be a numismatic ‘yellow journal?’") and, in another, he reports 
“Suppression of Important Numismatic News” (the Elder firm’s advertisement for the Mougey sale was not printed in the 
July issue of The Numismatist and “Our $10. Has not been returned even”). The earlier numbers are largely filled with 
articles written by Edgar H. Adams and those interested in his numismatic specialties, U. S and pioneer gold coins, colonials, 
patterns, etc., will find it a source of useful information. Additionally, it contains a number of other interesting articles, 
along with seldom-encountered photographs of numismatic gatherings. All in all a fascinating publication, though rela¬ 
tively little-known due to its general unavailability.

Although the technical numismatic information is not always accurate, reading Evans is enjoyable and in¬ 
structive. Particularly amusing is his kow-towing to Mint officials in office at the time the various editions were published. 
Lavish biographies, usually enhanced by a portrait plate, were an essential lubricant. In this way he apparently was able to 
retain his position as the primary supplier of Mint histories.

According to a handwritten slip tipped in on the rear pastedown, this copy was “Bought at the Sale of Dorman Collection, 
April 5/86 (presumably the April 6,1886 Chapman brothers Dohrmatm sale) S3 11 by Geo. A. Leavitt 8c Co for Jacob Klein.” 
Ink stamps of I. Snyderman on title. A nice copy. One of only 300 copies printed. Having sold George W. Merritt’s fine 
collection of large cents and half cents earlier in the year, Frossard decided to capitalize on the research expended in its 
cataloguing by separately publishing this work. The first eight plates, in fact, depict Merritt’s collection, the final plate being 
devoted to colonials. These plates, according to the preface, were “issued before a single description was attempted,” leading 
one to believe that they were prepared to accompany the catalogue of the January 3rd, 1879 Merritt sale. All of the plates 
feature a copyright date of 1878. Manuscript ink die-marriage links are present only on the first plate. Dr. Sheldon thought 
highly of this work: “This was the first attempt at a comprehensive treatment of the whole series of large cents, and it stands 
today as one of the most readable contributions to the field. Frossard wrote English in a compact, precise style, and his 
descriptions of the general types of die used during the 64 years in which big cents were issued have never been surpassed. 

This book added nothing of a scientific or classificational nature But... is worth owning for the descriptions of the ‘seven 

general classes’ of large cents.” While Sheldon’s overall appraisal may be generous, Frossard’s is the first work to cover the 
entire series of large cents and half cents and, as such, is deserving of landmark status. The ornate composition by W. T. R. 
Marvin, numismatic printer par excellence, and the handsome heliotype illustrations add to its desirability. It is a scarce 
work and one which, in recent years, seems to be underappreciated.

This fabrication and the unidentified Seitz re-issue of Gilbert on half cents have often been represented as original editions. 
“Dr. Ken Rosenbaum” lost a long-running battle to return a Gilmore reprint to an Eastern numismatic literature dealer 
whose rejoinder to any return request was something on the order of: “Can’t you see the 1879 printed on the title” (the 
notion of a fictitious buyer being stuck with a fictitious book has a certain poetic justice to it). Actually, the “1879” title page 
is the handiest means of differentiation. Original titles are printed in red and black ink, while reprint titles are entirely in 
black. Further incontrovertible proof is the presence of plate 10 in the reprint, derived from the plate found in the Frothingham 
large cent auction which took place four years after the 1879 publication date. And then there are the illustrations them¬ 
selves, prominently described on the title as “Nine Heliotype Plates,” not only confirming the spuriousness of the tenth 
plate but a manifestly untrue statement in the reprint as the plates therein are clearly halftones.

In the preface, Frossard notes that “It is but just to my collaborator, Mr. Hays, the man through whose 
patience and perseverance a complete set of the 1794 Cents was collected, that the varieties in this new classification should 
bear his name. For this reason, it is desired that when referring to this work the varieties should be announced and known 
as Hays.

Unique as the bid book and 
extremely rare as a special edition - perhaps unique. Neither Attinelli or Adams record a special printing and, to our 
knowledge, none has ever come to market. Floor buyers present included Randall, Cogan, Chadborn, Warner, Childs, 
Jennings, Alexander, Johnson, Holland, Seibert, Snow, Davis, Stablein, Zabriskie, Berg, Cram, Jenks, etc. Commission bid¬ 
ders included Wilder, Poillon, Eaton, Metzger, Rice, Gilbert, Nichols, Aulick, Berg, Burton, Bulkley, Proskey, Tessier, Clemens, 
etc. Additional absentee bidder codes are entered at the tops of some leaves, along with a number of absentee bidders’ 
instructions on limits, etc., often granting considerable discretion to Haseltine. A significant sale, coupled with Haseltines 
annotations on a specially printed copy all combine to make this a most desirable nineteenth century American auction 
sale catalogue.

Adams B+: “Story of discovery of confederate cent.” Scarce. According to the annotations present in the preceding lot, the 
confederate cent offered in the sale was knocked down to Haseltine at $16.12, acting on behalf of J. Wiley Aulick, whose 
limit was $20.00. In his comments found in the catalogue, Haseltine recounts Lovett’s story of making the dies in 1861 and 
striking twelve pieces before making delivery, but keeping all of the details secret since he feared arrest. About six months 
before the sale, “Mr. Leavitt parted with all he had (either ten or twelve) to Dr. E. Maris, of Philadelphia, from whom this 
one was obtained.” In Breen’s 1988 Encyclopedia, page 666, it is claimed that Haseltine bought all of the original impressions 
mentioned above but this assertion is not confirmed in the sources he cites though it is clear that Haseltine did buy the 
original dies. Joseph Wharton’s 1876 work seems to confirm the Maris story (vide 609). The notice in this catalogue pre¬ 
dates either of Breen’s citations (found under Garrett sale lots 1995 8c 1996) and it was either overlooked by Breen or 
disbelieved (he writes that the little known about the coin “derives from Capt. John W. Haseltine, whose memory was at 
best unreliable, and whose honesty has been justly questioned”). Haseltine’s comments, after puffing up the piece, con¬ 
clude rather defensively as follows: “I have been somewhat particular in giving the facts about this piece, as there are 
persons who always sneer at and doubt anything new and interesting that is discovered by other than themselves.”

The practice of issuing coin sale catalogues in different types of covers goes back at least to the early 1860s in America. In 
some cases it is surely attributable to the printer running out of the selected cover stock (at least two Kolbe catalogues were 
issued with different covers for this reason). It also may be that some firms kept track of the blocks of catalogues sent to 
other dealers for distribution in this way. This appears to be the case here. At the base of the front wrappers of all the 
catalogues present here, “With the compliments of” is printed in italic type, followed by a half inch of blank space, then 
“who will attend to all bids.” There is no dealer imprint on the pale yellow-cream covers; “Edward Cogan” is printed on the 
pale pink-cream covers; no imprint on the first pale yellow cover and “From S. H. 8c H. Chapman...” ink stamped on the 
second; “John W. Haseltine” is printed on the pale green covers; and “F. J. Abbott & Co.” is printed on the pink covers. The 
pale yellow-covered catalogue without an imprint is priced throughout in black ink. (vide lot 461)

1864 ,1 published the first edition of‘Heath’s Counterfeit Detector,’ which met with such favor from the 
public that it reached the enormous sale of twenty-five thousand copies, and would have far exceeded this number, had not 
the whole currency of the country been changed to what is commonly known as greenbacks and national bank-bills. This 
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change gave apparent security for a time...But this delusion was suddenly dispelled by the appearance in our midst of 
counterfeit greenbacks.. .This, together with the numerous and dangerous counterfeits of the new national currency, in¬ 
duced the author to apply to the Secretary of the United States Treasury for certain cuts and dies used on the greenbacks 
and other national bills...after a thorough investigation, permission was granted...I am, therefore, through the kindness 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, enabled in this new edition to give fac-simile cuts and dies from nearly all the Government 
issues, thus placing in the hands of all the means of detecting the most skillfully prepared counterfeits that can be executed.

$500 and $1,000 notes. Pages 15-24 pertain to National Bank Notes or “National Currency,” with full-page descriptions of 
the same denominations and pages 25-35 comprise the same information on Series of 1869 Treasury Notes. The two follow¬ 
ing pages duplicate, in red ink, the decorative gilt title stamping found on “The American Bond Detector” and “Heath’s 
Infallible Counterfeit Detector.. .Banking 8c Counting House Edition,” the former offered for sale @ $16, the latter for $6 
(this price entered by hand in the blank space provided). On the inside back cover, similar information, printed in two 
colors, is found for the Pocket Edition, “containing fifteen beautiful Steel engravings, being impressions from the Govern¬ 
ment Plates,” priced @ $3. The back cover promotes the Household Edition, printed in black type only, priced @$1. Accord¬ 
ing to Eric Newman’s 1991 work, copies of this 1871 work were “advertised in Heath’s fourth Banking House edition and 
sold for $1.”

In March 1882 he 
was summarily relieved of his honorary membership in the American Numismatic Society.”

His obituary in the August, 1901 issue of The Numismatist refers to him as “the 
oldest jeweler in Philadelphia” and continues, citing a correspondent: “Mr. Idler was a jeweller by trade but his modest little 
shop... always had in its show window a sprinkling of coins, old currency and curios, amid the regular stock, and the counter 
and wall cases inside were about equally divided in contents between Mr. Idler’s two interests in life... if no general customer 
was present, and you could induce him to open his safe and lay out two or three trays in a melancholy way, you would often 
find choice pickings and get some good bargains. All the leading Philadelphia collectors visited him at frequent intervals as 
well as many from other cities, and his many years of acquaintance with the numismatic world, and the regard in which he 
was held, caused him to be a medium of transfer of rich resources.. .His numismatic callers will miss him greatly.” According 
to Don Taxay, in The U. S. Mint and Coinage, Idler was “one of the most favored individuals ever to have had dealings with 
the Mint.” Pete Smith, in American Numismatic Biographies, observes that Idler’s “daughter married John W. Haseltine.” This 
Idler/Philadelphia Mint/Haseltine nexus bore fruit in Haseltine’s April 12,1870 auction of Idler’s coin collection, featuring, 
according to John Adams, “Superb patterns, many appearing for the first time.” Newman and Bressett, in The Fantastic 1804 
Dollar, further implicate the triumvirate in the distribution of 1801,1803,1803 and 1804 $1.00 restrikes.

An apparently identically-bound run appeared in the 
March 22-24,1996 sale of Katen’s own library, offered in five non-consecutive lots, with an allusion to “ my bound auction 
catalogues” in the main heading. After sale 27 Katen disappears from the coin auction scene and, apart from an obscure 
mimeographed mail bid sale in 1954, when he re-emerges in 1958 his subsequent auctions are predominantly comprised of

The curious pagination cited above is attrib¬ 
utable mostly to the mis-numbering of the pages of the eighth issue. Two early articles on “Coin Collecting as an Invest¬ 
ment” are featured, and numismatic events of the day are widely reported upon. A postponement in the case of Dexter 
versus Chapman is noted and the article states that “It is maintained by all experts that no Dollars dated 1804 were struck in 
that year, but it is an established fact that they have been struck on several occasions since 1827, from differently engraved 
dies.” Another article, headlined “Postponement of the Linderman Sale,” notes that the sale of pattern coins featured “a 
beautiful sharp proof silver dollar of 1804” and that the “many dealers and collectors, who had gathered at Bangs’ rooms 
were greatly disappointed to hear that the sale was postponed indefinately (sic)!’ The article concludes: “...Col. A. L. 
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Drummond, of the Secret Service, attempted to seize the collection. Curiously enough, no one knew just where it was. Mr. 
Low, however, told the District Attorney that he would not dispose of the coins or take them out of the city until the case 
was finally settled.” This elusive publication is probably best known today for events that transpired after it had ceased 
publication. In 1888, Dr. George Heath titled the first issue of what became the official publication of the American Numis¬ 
matic Association, The American Numismatist. Thereafter the name was shortened to The Numismatist, probably to avoid 
conflict with the publication at hand, which had ceased publication several months earlier. An interesting and detailed 
article was published concerning this periodical by Joel J. Orosz in his Printer’s Devil column appearing in the Winter, 1997 
issue of The Asylum.

The autograph section featured a remarkable four page speech of Abraham Lincoln, entirely in 
his autograph, delivered by him in Baltimore “in reference to the policy of the Government in the management of the 
negro—showing how he came to be employed as a soldier, and alluding in strong terms to the reported massacre of colored 
soldiers by General Forrest, at Fort Pillow, which had just then occurred. ..After delivering the speech, Mr. Lincoln left the 
manuscript on the table; and it was seized by a Southern sympathizer, who cut it into ribands and scattered it over the 
floor.” The fragments were subsequently restored and, when offered for sale here, were “as good as new.”

The First Separately-Issued Prices Realized List?

Following his listing of Cogan’s October 18, i860 auction, Attinelli notes that “Subse¬ 
quent to the sale, Mr. Joseph N. T. Levick had a supplement of 4 pages printed, giving 
the prices brought by each lot.” This is the earliest such observation made by Attinelli. 
In his Reminiscences of Coin-Collecting, Levick reveals a collegial relationship with 
Edward Cogan and it seems likely that Cogan would willingly have cooperated in the 
preparation of the above prices realized list, particularly since Cogan considered the 
sale to be “the most interesting collection that he has yet the pleasure of submitting” 
to his clientele. Levick was clearly in the vanguard of the publishing of special edi¬ 
tions and printings. It was he who was the consignor to the first conventional Cogan sale of December 19,1859 (vide lot 211). 
After Attinelli’s listing of this catalogue, he observes that it “was reprinted after the sale with the prices printed in, which 
each lot brought. A few copies, the first published in this country, with the printed prices, were also issued on fine large 
paper.” Cogan’s next sale was also issued in similar form. The evolution into an inexpensive variation on the theme, i.e., a 
separately-issued prices realized fist, seems inevitable, though the hefty price of “three dimes” cannot have been conducive 
to widespread distribution. Apparently very rare. We do not recall ever having seen an example before now. If two or more 
bidders share the cataloguer’s enthusiasm for this bit of Numismatica Americana , a world record price surely will be set for 
a prices realized list.

Attinelli page 41-April 27: “The sale it was thought advisable to postpone, in consequence of the excited state of the entire 
people, consequent upon the assassination of President Lincoln by Junius B. Booth (sic) [Junius Brutus Booth, 1796-1852, 
was the/adierof John Wilkes Booth], who had escaped, but was subsequently captured mortally wounded. J This catalogue 
was printed and issued in several ways, with and without the part in which was the catalogue-portion of Mr. Levick’s 
collection, also each separately; also, 12 copies of each printed on large paper. Mr. Levick, in consequence of the state of 
affairs, issued but few copies with the cover bearing the preceding date, the greater portion of the edition was stripped of its 
covers and replaced with a new one, bearing the following date, when the sale took place.” Attinelli page 41-May 29: “An 
explanatory note from Mr. Edward Cogan, and the cover is all the difference between this and the heretofore described 
catalogue. Attention should have been previously called to the fact that Mr. Levick was the first to issue a catalogue with 
printed prices immediately after the sale.—Sec. Dec 19, 1859” (vide lot 211). Adams A-: “Season medal. Gem cents. Extraor¬ 
dinary store cards, 43 in silver. Copper 1794 $1.1842-1847 proof sets. Political medals.” The last three pages of the 1865 Levick 
sale feature a remarkable offering of early American coin sale catalogues dating from 1840, with eight before 1856. The final 
catalogue lot, under an “1865” heading, is described as follows: “April 27. Levick (Bangs) 12 printed.. .The foregoing copy is 
desirable to a collector, being interleaved and ruled for prices and names on fine letter sheets, and more appropriate in size 
than some of the large paper copies heretofore issued. The purchaser has the privilege of taking this bound copy or one in 
loose sheets, to have bound according to his own taste.” Remarkably, this is one of two special editions present in the Bass 
library (the other, in slightly inferior condition and lacking the March 17 Levick and April 27 Cogan letters) will be sold in 
the June, 2000 Bass sale). The example at hand is in virtually mint condition and is accompanied by a manila envelope 
addressed to the American Numismatic and Archaeological Society of New-York, chipped and separated at edges, with the 
following ink note on the front: “Postponed on account of the murder of President Lincoln. Has a second title leaf with the 
new date also the first announcement of sale and that of the postponement with reason therefor. Large paper, edition & on 
superior paper (fine letter paper) printed only on one page of each leaf.” Beyond the large paper copy in the American 
Numismatic Society Library and Levick’s own, residing in Stack’s library, the example offered here and the one to follow 
are the only copies we know to be extant. Not present in the 1994-1995 Bowers and Merena book sales (excepting a large 
format “catalogue-portion” fragment) or the 1971 Katen Fuld sales; unrecorded in Davis. One of the true highlights of the 
Bass Library.

Perhaps the most lavish work on American numismatics ever pub¬ 
lished. Conceived in 1862, this magnificent work required sixteen years and an outlay of $25,000 to complete. The paper for 
the book was specially made by Blanchet Freres & Kleber, Rives and the plates were printed in Paris by A. Salmon. The text 
was printed by Francis Plart of New York. Sets were originally offered for sale at $30.00. Loubat’s magnificent production 
did not sell well, witness the sizeable hoard of original copies uncovered in the 1960s. Doubtless the hefty price tag com¬ 
bined with the specialized nature of the work limited sales at the time. We recall purchasing sets in the mid-1960s, twenty 
a time at $35.00 per set, virtually the original publication price. The hoard now appears to have been fully absorbed by the 
marketplace and prices for sets of this marvelous work are once more advancing. In this, his magnum opus, the author 
relates “that Mr. Jefferson, as early as 1789, entertained the idea of publishing an account of all American medals, struck up 
to that time,” but it remained for Loubat to publish the first extensive work on the topic. In 1908, the American Journal of 
Numismatics noted: “His sumptuous work on the Official Medals struck by the authority of the United States marked an 
epoch in our medallic history.” A resident of New York City, Loubat inherited a considerable fortune and, as noted in a 1878 
review from The New-York Sun, “instead of squandering his life in social or profligate idleness, devote(d) it to the manly 
sport of yachting and to the study of that branch of numismatics which deals with medals.” Loubat was an early benefactor 
of American historical and numismatic research. In 1890 he endowed the Academy of Inscriptions and Belles-Lettres of the 
Institute of France with an annual income of 1,000 francs, to be awarded every three years for the best work pertaining to 
the history, geography, archeology, ethnology, languages, and numismatics of North America. He also endowed Columbia 
University with similar prizes of $1,000 and $400, to be awarded at the close of every quinquennial period. In 1907, His 
Excellency, Joseph Florimond, Duke of Loubat was chosen to be a member of the “Academie des Inscriptions et Belles 
Lettres,” one of the five great Academies constituting the “Institute of France.” He was the first American honored by 
admission to its circle, which is limited to only forty members. His life, however, was not lacking controversy. Cleveland 
Amory’s i960 Who Killed Society? contains a most entertaining account of Loubat’s famous 1881 brouhaha with the presti¬ 
gious Union Club of New York. The Duke had recently become one of ten lifetime members after tendering a payment of 
$1,000. Verbally sparring at the club with a certain Henry Turnbull on the merits of matrimony, Loubat responded to the 
query of why he was not married: “Nobody would have me. I am not rich enough.” Turnbull then inquired why he did not 
marry a certain lady, a rich widow known to both of them. Loubat allegedly replied: “Why should I marry her when I’ve 

been trying for ten years to_her daughter?” The word or phrase used by the Duke was never made public but he 

was deemed to be no longer a gentleman and was expelled from the Club. At one point in the controversy Loubat was 
prepared to challenge Turnbull to a duel. Eventually reinstated after litigation in 1886, Loubat never again passed through 
the Union Club door, though he lived until 1927.

In fact, it appears to be far scarcer and only a 
dozen or so copies are currently known to have survived. The 1870 Maris, 
the 1881 Andrews and the 1923 Chapman are the keys to completing a large 
cent library. Usually at least two of the three are on the want list of the ad¬ 
vanced specialist, and of those two, the 1870 Maris more often, it seems, is 
one of them.

Lyman Low also 
claimed that “twenty copies perished by fire” and a postcard in the library of the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts confirms 
that many copies were destroyed in a fire in Marvin’s office. This example is in unusually fine condition, in a most attractive 
binding of the period, and its provenance is more than equal to its appearance. The Medals of the Masonic Fraternity has 
never been reprinted and remains an important reference work. Marvin lived to be eighty and was intimately involved in 
numismatic research, publishing, and printing for much of that lengthy span. The work offered here is certainly his mag¬ 
num opus. According to his biography by Elizabeth Eliot Marvin Wood, Marvin was also deeply involved in the posthu¬ 
mously published Betts work: “Although appearing as one of the editors of Betts’s American Colonial History, Illustrated by 
Contemporary Medals, he was really responsible for much of the actual subject matter.” Marvin also “published and edited 
the American Journal of Numismatics for nearly forty years.” His printing firm, originally established by his father in 1823, 
printed the AJN for many years, as well as a number of notable numismatic books of the era. He became a Mason in 1857, 
serving his local lodge and the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts in various capacities, and as local secretary from 1883 until 
his death. Wood’s biography concludes: “As one who knew him well said: ‘The memory of Dr. Marvin’s life is that of a 
Christian gentleman of the old school.. .None could know him well without being impressed by the ripeness of his schol¬ 
arship and the vigorous cultivation of his mental powers.’”

Of this auction, issued several 
months after Mickley’s death, Frossard observed in Numisma: “To judge by the catalogue, compiled by E. Mason, Jr., this 
sale will be one of the most attractive of the season...The American series contain pieces for the purchase of which the 
most lively competition will take place, and the Numismatic books alone would have been worthy of a separate catalogue.” 
Lots 905-918 comprised coin dies which were confiscated by the Government before the sale, although the heirs reportedly 
received compensation. These dies were mostly part of a group discarded by the Mint and sold as scrap metal. In the late 
1860s, Cogan and Mickley restruck several large cents from dies originally in the group, most notably those dated 1804. 
These cent dies were later sold to Dickeson and Haseltine but included in this catalogue were official dies for a number of 
denominations, from half cent to half eagle.

For the 
researcher, there are islands of interest, particularly in such cases as Maryland medals, the local colonial coinage, gold 
dollars (doubtless from the B 8c O Railroad hoard) and large cents. Finally, for numismatists with a sense of humor, there 
are constant delights, ranging from rationalizations of preceding mistakes and grammar learned in medical school to such 
technical insights as ‘almost proof’ and/or ‘excessively rare’ for pieces which proceed to sell for five percent over face.”

He had at least three strikes against him: 1) he was an immigrant Jew in a then-gentile hobby; 2) he was located in 
Fort Worth, Texas, at a time when 95 percent of the business was done on the East Coast; and 3) Lilliputian in stature and 
colorless in terms of personality, he adopted a business plan that relied on creativity and promotion. Quite obviously, Mehl 
did not realize that he was licked before he started. He just knew that it was a lot more fun to sell coins than to sell shoes. 
From there, he took it one step at a time.. .in the formative years, what probably made the difference was Mehl’s Numis¬ 
matic Monthly. Launched in January of 1908, the early volumes of the Monthly are easily the equal of The Numismatist, 
boasting original articles by such gifted writers as R. W. McLachlan, Edgar Adams, Howland Wood, George Blake, Dr.

I might say, however, that Mr. Kraft, of Pittsburgh, 
who is known to you, was one of the principal bidders for the 1793 14K.” Hines paid $174 for the coin. The large cent 
section, comprising “One of the finest and most complete Collections ever offered,” is priced in ink and features several 
interesting annotations. By lot 1363, a 1796 cent, Gilbert No. 11, with a reverse “die break extending from U diagonally...,” 
Hines notes: “Geo. H. Clapp bought this p says ‘Rx die break’ is merely a ‘Knife cut’ not a break ." Other notes include prior 
pedigrees, etc.

These lists are of interest to encased postage stamp and other collectors of these semi- 
numismatic productions. Coin collectors seem to be, on balance, more dilatory than their less blessed counterparts, a cause 
of considerable exasperation to Mercer. In his Introductory, he writes: “Once more we present our Numismatic Directory 
to the fraternity, and hope it will be received with favor for whatever good it may contain.? It is no fault of ours that we are 
unable to present a larger edition.f The task of compiling such a Directory is more difficult than one would suppose. It is 
impossible to publish a presentable work on the subject without the assistance of the majority of the collectors them- 
selves.J If they are not enough interested to reply promptly and state their specialties in detail they certainly cannot expect 
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an elaborate work. While the majority write very legible letters many of their signatures are not legible. We have been 
compelled to write two or three times to many, and some have not favored us with even a response. Under the circum¬ 
stances we have great cause to be thankful to those that have so kindly assisted us, and the many that have subscribed, as 
well as those that assisted us by advertisements, contributions, &c.” Mercer’s critique does not diminish the immense utility 
of his work to those interested in the history and commercial aspects of nineteenth century American coin collecting and 
coin collectors. Not surprisingly, this appears to be the final edition though its author apparently remained active in nu¬ 
mismatic circles for a good while thereafter. Indeed, as late as 1912 he himself ends up on someone else’s list, though one 
surely not of his choosing, namely the “Black Listed” section of Lorraine, Virginia dealer R. L. Dietrick’s Standard Paper 
Money Catalogue.

U. S. Counterfeit Detector and Manual of Finance and the work at hand was probably marketed through that publication as 
well as other commercial channels. As a cambist, this work has many useful numismatic applications but the section on 
American coins is by far the most interesting. Historical facts and unsubstantiated rumor are interwoven indiscriminately 
into entertaining if not always accurate accounts. For example, a very long story is given in explanation of the rarity of the 
1804 dollar: “19,570 pieces were struck, and, with the exception of a few, were all exported to Africa to pay the sailors and 
soldiers engaged in the war against Tripoli.. .and only very few of them, if any, were brought back by the returned victors;” 
of the “1801” half eagle: “Diligent inquiry establishes that a Half-Eagle of 1801 is in the coin collection of Edward Wood.. .On 
the 10th of June 1801, the bashaw of Tripoli... declared war against the United States... Cap tain Bainbridge was despatched 
to cruise in the Mediterranean, in order to protect American commerce. Before leaving the U. S. it is surmised that the 
purser of his vessel was provided with Half-Eagles of that year’s coinage...;” and a humorous account is given of the 1794 
proposal to replace the eagle on coins with a goose, “a most humble and republican bird, and would, in other respects, 
prove advantageous, inasmuch as the goslings would be convenient to put on the ten and five-cent pieces;” etc.; etc. Ex¬ 
amples with the original binding intact are infrequently encountered.

Not in McKay. Attinelli page 63: “This collection consisted of 199 lots of coins, the remainder, books, etc. But few of the 
coins were sold; the prices offered being unsatisfactory to the owner.” Mr. King did his best to promote his cents with the 
following puffery: “The old U. S. cent is fast passing away, as is the Indian of the forest. It is the only U. S. coin that follows 
in rotation from 1793, excepting only the year 1815, hence its value to the historian. Every gentleman should have a complete 
set, handsomely mounted on tablets, in his library or parlor. It is almost impossible to get a real handsome set at so late a 
day as this, the smelting furnace having molten them by the ton; but this sale gives the long opportunity to correct so great 
an oversight.” Unfortunately his cents did not live up to their billing and, like Moses coming down the mountain with only 
eight or nine commandments, King’s four lots of large cent sets “arranged on tablets” were “one or two short,” though he 
facilely observed that the “missing numbers can easily be replaced at a dealers, making these complete.”

Joseph Mitchelson was one of the premier American coin collectors of the second half of the nineteenth century. In the first 
flyer, Mitchelson notes: “I am trying to get together a collection of all varieties of money used in America of each year and 
all Mints in as perfect condition as possible.” His success in this endeavor is confirmed in his obituary in the 1911 American 
Journal of Numismatics, where Bauman Belden wrote: “His beautiful and hospitable home was ever open to his friends, 
especially those with sympathetic tastes for coin-study, and his extensive cabinets, abounding in choice examples, were a 
constant source of delight to collectors and numismatists. In some respects, particularly in American Colonials; in the 
interesting private issues of gold.. .in the various series of our national coinage.. .his cabinet held a high rank, containing as 
it did many rarities of great value; there are but few which excel it.” The collection was bequeathed to the Connecticut State 
Library, where it still resides despite recent predacity. Both flyers appear to have been issued in the 1890s or thereafter.

The practice of issuing coin sale catalogues in different types of covers goes back at least to the early 1860s in America. In 
some cases it is surely attributable to the printer running out of the selected cover stock (at least two Kolbe catalogues were 
issued with different covers for this reason). It also appears that some firms kept track of the blocks of catalogues sent to 
other dealers for distribution in this way (vide lot 322). Often these dealers’ names were ink-stamped or, sometimes, printed 
on the covers. This is not the case here, as all five are printed on the upper cover: “With Compliments of Geo. W. Rode.. .Who 
will make purchases Free of Commission.”

The gilt lettering on the spine is atypical and is probably a later binder’s addition 
commissioned by an owner insistent on spine identification. Clapp’s work is one of the great milestones in large cent 
literature and the quest for a series of reliable works covering the entire series.

The result of many years of painstaking study, relatively few new varieties have been discov¬ 
ered in the intervening years. Dr. Sheldon noted that “Newcomb’s book doubtless achieves the highest pinnacle for numis¬ 
matic completeness.” His contemporary and collaborator George H. Clapp wrote: “In his line,- the Large Cents,- he can 
well be classed with the late Edward T. Newell in his line of Greece and Rome.”

“I am in receipt of your letter of January 11th, 1982 regarding the availability and issuance of Newcomb’s book on 
Large Cents. 

We do not have the records any more as to how many were bound in leather but from memory I seem to remember 
my father telling us that the issuance was as follows: 

5- Thick Leather, interleaved, special thick paper. 

75- Thick Leather, special paper but not quite as thick as above.* 

50- Thin Leather. Regular paper. 

We have one copy of the thin leather available. Used but in Very Fine condition priced at $200.00.” 

* An advertisement found at the end of the 1954 Stack’s Anderson Dupont Large Cent catalogue offers for sale “Leather 
Bound” (regular paper?) copies at $25.00 and “Deluxe Issue” (thick paper?) copies at $50.00, stating that 100 copies of the 
latter were issued.

Ex August 8-9,1968 Colby Ritzman sale, 68. Clain-Stefanelli 12327. One of only 40 copies issued with plates, of an entire 
edition of 100, an assertion confirmed by the extremely rare “Circular to Numismatists” present here. The plates were 
originally prepared to accompany the April 10th, 1883 auction of Newlin’s collection but none were actually issued with the 
sale catalogue. Two distinct varieties of this work exist: one with 23, the other with 24 pages of text. In the latter variety, 
most of page 24 is devoted to a report of the prices realized at the April sale of the coins depicted on the two plates. One 
would assume that these are the first and second issues respectively, and, as far as the text is concerned, this may be the case. 
Of plated copies, the reverse is true. In the review found in the January 1884 issue of the American Journal of Numismatics, 
twenty-four pages is specifically mentioned. It is probable that the plated 23 page variety was issued around the turn of the 
century or somewhat later, whether with or without the imprimatur of Haseltine we do not know. The binding style, 
typescript additions, and the different fabric of the plates found in the 23 page version, however, all suggest a later date. The 
copy of the first issue offered here is a quite pleasing example of one of the great rarities of American numismatic literature 
and the accompaniment of the Haseltine flyer presents a most infrequent opportunity.

Founded in 1936, New Netherlands issued their first mail auction sale catalogue in 1940. If the pencil date on this price list 
is correct, it was undoubtedly prepared by David Bullowa. While the material is fairly ordinary, the descriptions are quite 
excellent, amply demonstrating Bullowa’s wide-ranging numismatic knowledge and love of the topic. Apparently quite 
rare and previously unknown, at least to us.

A notice in the 
catalogue urges that “Orders for the illustrated catalogues must be sent in as early as possible.” Compared to their main 
competition, the projected cost was indeed a bargain: “Some of the choicest coins will be phototyped on 3 or 4 plates; the 
charge for catalogues with these plates inserted will be 15 cents for each plate (say 45 cents or 60 cents complete).” Many of 
the main collectors and dealers were already on board; floor bidders at the Bartow sale including Altmayer, Fancher, Frossard, 
Scott, Wood, Emmett, Stearns, Arnold, Chapman, Obermayer, Kelley, etc. Among the 46 absentee bidders were Doughty, 
LeRoux, Drowne, H. R. Storer, Hooper, Nichols, Bliss, Morris, Sturges, etc.

He sold 
duplicates but continually upgraded his personal collection. In his first major coup, he purchased the superb collection 
formed by George F. Seavey, which was slated to be sold at auction. He acquired the Brevoort collection in 1876, the mag¬ 
nificent Bushnell collection in 1882, and purchased many rarities from Sylvester Crosby. His 1890 sale, while not a great 
commercial success, was certainly an exciting affair and brought $21,500. Only one hundred copies of the catalogue were 
issued with plates, most attractively tinted to approximate the metal color of the coins depicted.

The Woodside collection of United States pattern coins is one of the finest ever formed and, 
with plates, is truly one of the great rarities of American numismatic literature. This is only the fourth example to come to 
sale in the modern era and, though the catalogue notes that “ A Special Edition of 100 Copies will contain Four Plates,” it 
seems clear that only a small fraction of that total have survived (if indeed all of the 100 were actually issued). A review of 
the sale in the American Journal of Numismatics states that “As might be expected in a sale of a cabinet of this character, very 
good prices were received for the most desirable specimens.” Of the Canadian medals, the reviewer was less sanguine: “we 
notice a number which brought very high prices, but we think it unnecessary to give further quotations, as so large a 
proportion were taken by the parties under whose name the sale was conducted, that we deem them of no consequence in 
establishing actual market values.”

Morse, gleaned from Woodward’s March 15,1864 list of coin catalogues, but, 
he notes: “Not having seen it, can give no further particulars.” The American Numismatic Society lists an 1859 edition of 
Morse followed by a question mark, suggesting that the date is uncertain and that Woodward may have misreported it. 
In any case, we have never seen either (until now) and the catalogue at hand is certainly of the highest rarity. Numismatically 
best known for Norton’s Literary Letter, Charles B. Norton was the brother of the first president of the American Numis¬ 
matic Society, Frank H. Norton. The Literary Letter began publication in October, 1857 and, since the early issues often 
featured numismatic articles and items for sale, it seems logical to assume that the price list at hand was issued earlier in 
that year.

It is the 
earliest sale deemed worthy of mention in John W. Adams’ United States Numismatic Literature, Volume I and Q. David 
Bowers, in his 1998 work on Sage, notes that the auction by Bangs was “the first truly notable numismatic sale held by what 
would become in various forms a very long-lived auction house.” At the end of the catalogue, the Bangs firm has added up 
the total, $736.02, deducted the commission, $73.60, and noted the net proceeds of $662.42. Accomplished on June 9,1855, 
this final accounting is signed and initialed by Bangs staff. There are some pencil notes on the blank leaf at the end and 
loosely laid in is a small newspaper clipping noting the death of Fortunee De Seze, “widow of Pierre Flandin.” Attinelli 
records a sale total of $733.52, apparently not being aware of the added lot which sold for $2.50. Rather fittingly, it appears 
to have been a copy of Wyatt’s 1848 work on Revolutionary War medals, the first significant work on medals published in 
America.

Adams B. The role of Augustus B. Sage in the popular¬ 
ization of American numismatics has gone largely unappreciated until the appearance this year of Q. David Bowers’ mag¬ 
num opus. In a brief period of time, his contributions were valuable and many. According to Adelson, Sage “was one of the 
most important founders of the [American Numismatic] Society.” Informal meetings in 1858 at his residence, in fact, led to 
its formation. His writings in the New York Sunday Dispatch in 1857, entitled “Gleanings from Coins,” were widely read and 
prompted a series of contentious responses from Charles Bushnell. Sage conducted his first coin auction in 1855 and held 
three more in 1859, of which the Bogert sale is the most notable. According to Attinelli, the sale totalled $2,198.47, the 
highest price ever achieved at an American coin auction up to that time.

A 
dealer’s dealer, Johnson marketed his extensive stock via auctions until 1915, the series of price lists offered here, and 
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primarily, through private transactions. The price lists present here are, however, not without highlights. No. n, featuring 
portions of George Rice’s collection, included Indian peace medals and numismatic books. The later featured Rice’s first 
eleven volumes of The Numismatist, 1888-1898 for $30.00, large lots of nineteenth century coin catalogues for a few cents 
apiece, etc. Pioneer gold coins are regularly featured as are United States gold, silver and copper coins, colonials, etc. Of 
their two-part list No. 27, the firm opined: “The Series of coins of all countries, both U. S. and Foreign and in all metals 
listed in the two sections of this Fixed Price List contain so many rarities that it is impossible to specify them individually. 
We believe this Catalogue to be the finest List of Coins at Fixed Prices ever issued in the U. S.” In the final list, a 1796 quarter 
dollar, “unc., bril. with much proof surface” could be had for $50.00 and, chances are, Johnson had a quantity of them at the 
time.

An interest in genealogy soon ripened into historical research and 
he served as secretary (1865-1866), vice-president (1886-1880), and president (1880- 
1906) of the Prince Society, an organization formed in 1858 to preserve and ex¬ 
tend the knowledge of American history by editing and printing important source material. Slafter’s main numismatic 
work was a great improvement over the chapter on the topic in Hickcox’s 1858 Historical Account of American Coinage , but 
it, in turn, was soon superseded by Crosby’s 1875 magnum opus. Today, The Vermont Coinage is a fabled American numis¬ 
matic rarity. If all fifty copies were actually distributed, it would appear that few have survived. Only two copies have come 
to market in the modern era, the first in a 1990 Orville Grady sale (subsequently reoffered in the November 17,1994 Bowers 
and Merena sale), the second in the December 9,1995 Kolbe/Spink sale.

In the preface, Smith described the collection thus: “In offering the American, Colonial, and 
Pattern Departments of the Cabinet of Dr. Maris at public auction, I would direct attention to the fact that there is scarcely 
an undesirable piece in the Catalogue. A number of the coins are believed to be unique; very many are of great rarity; and 
all, with few exceptions, are in unusually fine condition.. .1 think it may safely be said, without fear of contradiction, that 
never before has there been a one day’s sale that contained so many rare and valuable American coins.”

The example at hand has all the appearance of a special edition commis¬ 
sioned by the author or publisher though there are no internal inscriptions or other evidence to substantiate this likeli¬ 
hood. While the attractive coin plates printed in relief represent the first extensive American use of this unusual and 
attractive method of illustration it is difficult to understand how Snowden could state in the preface that the process had 
“never before appeared in any American book”. Two earlier works, dated 1849 8c 1850, both contain a fine embossed plate of 
coins and were co-authored by Jacob Eckfeldt and the same W. E. Du Bois who assisted in the compilation of this work. 
Binding varieties are not at all unusual in nineteenth century American numismatic books. Publishers often bound many 
of their works in small batches, presumably to conserve capital. Over a period of time styles and materials varied and, no 
doubt, on some, occasions, publishers deliberately bound the same work in different styles. At least four varieties of the 
Mint Manual are, for example, known in publisher’s cloth. If, as seems likely, the copy at hand proves to be an officially 
sanctioned special leatherbound, interleaved edition, the estimate is woefully low.

The details surrounding the event are 
fascinating and often bizarre, recounted in part by Abe Kosoff in a series of Coin World articles, later reprinted in a single 
volume as Abe Kosoff Remembers. Dominated by Kosoff, Hans Schulman and a handful of other East Coast coin dealers, 
only a few collectors attended the sale, John J. Pittman notably among them. Catalogued by the London firm of Baldwin’s, 
great rarities from the Woodin, Earle, Colonel Green and other great American collections were often placed in group lots, 
i.e. a 1913 Liberty Head nickel and pattern United States gold coins. The onerous financial requirements imposed by the 
Egyptian Government combined with reported dealer collusion appears to have stifled widespread competition. Though 
little about it is publicly known, disagreements arising from the 1954 King Farouk auction, which Kosoff attended and 
Kreisberg did not, appear to have precipitated their breakup shortly thereafter. It has been reported that legal papers were 
filed at the time and perhaps more details will eventually become known.

Edited 
by Thomas Ollive Mabbott, the Board of Advisors reads like a numismatic “Who’s Who.” Over three hundred brief mono¬ 
graphs covering the entire range of numismatics are found in the pages of this interesting publication. The “Board of 
Advisors” included Agnes Baldwin Brett, Earle Caley, Howard Gibbs, Guido Kisch, Bruno Kisch, Lenox Lohr, Howard 
Newcomb, A. F. Pradeau, Jacob Spiro, Carl Wiirtzbach, J. W. E. Pearce, and Paul Tinchant. The valedictory of the editor, 
Thomas Ollive Mabbott, in the final issue of Numismatic Review capsulizes its importance: “In bidding farewell, tempo¬ 
rarily or permanently, to our readers, we feel it fitting to point out that we believe we have been successful in carrying on 
during a difficult period, a numismatic magazine which has presented a number of distinguished contributions to science, 
chiefly from the numismatists of our own country, but also from scholars laboring in almost every part of the world.”

Issues 1 8c 2 were published 
from 3 and 4 Thomas Building but the third issue emanated from 436 Somerset St., Johnstown, Pennsylvania. The fourth 
and fifth issues were published in Saco, Maine, the fourth from Box 156 and the fifth from Drawer J. These constant address 
changes - to say nothing of the ambiguity of a publication incorporating the name of one state in its title and being issued 
from another- presumably led to its early demise. The first three issues list the Johnstown Stamp 8c Pub. Co. as publisher 
and, though the name is dropped from the masthead of the last two issues, an ad in the fourth issue uses that name but an 
ad in the fifth issue with the same mailing address features the name of Ralph D. Littlefield! Additionally, the editor’s prom¬ 
ises made in the first issue to “permanently enlarge the paper and introduce illustrated features” were never implemented.

Clain-Stefanelli 12545: “Rare since most of first edition destroyed 
in a fire.” Though legitimately scarce, the above assertion probably overstates the case. This pleasingly-produced work is an 
important contribution to our knowledge of early mint operations and activities. In 1907 Stewart’s electrical supply firm 
purchased the group of three brick buildings comprising the first United States Mint, in operation from 1792 until 1832. 
Abandoned and forgotten, Stewart endeavored to renew interest in this historic site: “I made up my mind that none should 
ever criticize me for destroying the First United States Mint without an attempt at preservation. Here was a building that 
was unique in the history of the United States.” Sadly, his efforts failed, and this work was written “to put on record dozens 
of facts about the property known only to myself.” For seventeen years he “searched original manuscripts in the form of 
letters, diaries, documents and account books, also Government reports and contemporaneous newspapers of the First 
Mint.” He also “interviewed descendants of persons connected with the Mint more than a century ago.”

The following...marginal note by his own hand, 
copied from one of the volumes... of his numismatic library, will best serve to show the straits in which he, at times, found 
himself—‘home! D. E. Groux 3 March 1857...have finished to-day to translate Extracts of these 7 Vol. [Kohler’s Munz 
Belustigung] and other works in French Spanish Danish and poor me after the finishing of my herculean work I have 
barely bread and all my poor things are pledged, Griddy America is a poor land for Scientific men D. E. Groux.’ It was 
undoubtedly in one of these straits that he, an enthusiast himself, sufficiently inspired a lady of his acquaintance, a resident 
of Washington, with a sufficient enthusiasm, to induce her to loan him several times its value, upon the collection which he 
placed in her hands as security for the loan. Years rolled on, loan nor interest being paid, till death removed the numisma¬ 
tist from his earthly idols, which, after a further lapse of years, were at this time brought under the hammer.”

Quite rare. The Board of Assay Commissioners, constituted under the Act of Congress of the 18th of January, 1837, prepared 
these “Rules for the Organization and Government of the Board of Assay Commissioners” in accordance with a resolution 
of the Board for 1856, and adopted by the Board in 1857. Packages of gold and silver “reserved coins” from the Philadelphia, 
New Orleans, San Francisco, Charlotte and Dahlonega Mints were to be opened in the presence of the Commissioners and

First page signed twice in pencil by Isaac F. Wood, with a note at the bottom describing Vail as “One of the Founders of the 
Am. A. N. Soc.” American Numismatic Society Library Dictionary Catalogue, page 5497, recording perhaps the same pub¬ 
lication offered here, estimates its publication date as “1858-60 (?).” Attinelli, on page 92 of Numisgraphics, writes: “This 
price-list and circular, in which this errant and versatile genius offers to sell coins, write poems, obituaries, patriotic speeches, 
epitaphs, love-letters, etc., as well as teach lightning calculation, elocution, and theatricals, was issued about 1865 or 1866.” 
John Cooper Vail was one of two Vice-Presidents elected at the second meeting of the American Numismatic and 
Archaeological Society on April 13,1858. According to a letter written in 1879 by Thomas Dunn English (author of the 
Society’s 1858 Constitution and By-Laws), cited in Adelson’s centennial history, “Vail seems to have been a most unusual 
person, being described by one of his acquaintance as ‘a peculiar and eccentric person—the author of extravagant tales for 
the sensational papers.’ ” Adelson observes that Vail did not serve long, having “apparently taken sick quite early” and he 
concludes that “All the evidence points to Vail having come to a very unfortunate end.” His selection of coins offered for 
sale, from his stock of 2,000, begins at the top of the second page under the title given above and extends a fourth of the way 
onto the third page. Thirty some-odd items are listed with prices, including a 1796 half cent, “Obverse good, reverse rubbed, 
but of the most extreme variety” @ $25; a “Small Eagle Washington Cent, very fine” @ $18 and a “Large” @ $10; a “Model 
Half Dollar, 1838, extremely rare proof” <® $10; etc. Additional information about Vail will be found in Q. David Bowers’ 
1998 American Numismatics Before the Civil War, 1760-1860!’ In his “Recollections of a Coin Collector” appearing in the 
February, 1867 American fournalof Numismatics, Augustus B. Sage wrote of Vail: “It was about this time [1857] thatlfirst 
met John Cooper Vail, the Poet. Poor Vail, many a time have I seen him since, a martyr to that curse of Americans, rheuma¬ 
tism. Vail 1 believe was the first man in this country to advertise for rare coins, and he obtained by that means numbers of 
the rarer specimens of our earlier coinage. Often have I conversed with him, and with wonder-wrought countenance 
envied him the pleasure of ever having seen so many gems. How he would dwell on the pine tree six-pences, perfect, almost 
proof, and the Washington Dollar that ‘came from an old woman at the circus’ ”

Though not 
specifically identified as such, the example at hand and the seven to follow comprise, almost certainly, W. Elliot Woodward’s 
own set of his semi-annual sales, specially bound for him at the time by Bradstreet’s. The binding is of high quality (what 
might have been termed “gilt extra” at the time) and strongly suggests a deep pride of ownership. The catalogues them¬ 
selves appear throughout to have been mint when bound. Given the quality of the bindings, their uniform spine titling (the 
main portion of which is duplicated within brackets at the beginning of each description) and the pristine nature of the 
contents when bound, there seems to be, beyond Woodward, no other logical candidate for their existence. The Reverend 
Joseph M. Finotti’s collection comprised Woodward’s fifth sale and it is the first to rate an A by Adams. It brought a total of 
$ 3 > 75 M 3 > the highest amount for a coin sale up to that date recorded by Attinelli. It was the first sale to break the $3,000 
barrier, Roper’s 1851 sale (Bass I, lot 266) being the first to exceed $1,000 and Kline’s 1855 sale (lot 585 in the current cata¬ 
logue) being the first to bring over $2,000. As Woodward notes, “money was no object” in the formation of the collection, 
which featured superb American colonial coins, rare Washingtonia, etc. It was the first of his outstanding “Semi-Annual 
Sales” held in New York, a series justly renowned for the quality and quantity of numismatic material offered therein. In his 
footnote to the Finotti sale, Attinelli observed: “Copies of the above catalogue, cut and uncut, were issued after the sale, 
with printed prices.f 10 copies with printed prices were also issued on large paper .5 This collection, though really belong¬ 
ing to Mr. W. Elliot Woodward of Roxbury, Massachusetts, was, when sold, presented to the numismatic world as the 
‘Finotti Collection.’ Mr. Woodward, was well-known for his readiness to purchase and sell any collection, no matter how 
great. 5 The undoubted success he met with, in presenting to the public some of the largest and finest in the United States, 
are all matters too well known, to require and further elucidation. This was his first sale in New York.” Of the series of early 
Woodward sales issued in large quarto format, Adams notes that “Run size varied between 10 and 15 pieces, an appropriate 
quantity given the $10 selling price which these aristocrats commanded.” It appears that the Finotti catalogue was an even 
greater bargain, according to the printed notice found at the base of the front wrapper: “Copies of this catalogue sent by 
mail. Small Paper, 54 cts.; Large Paper, $1.16.”

one exception the largest auction sale of coins ever made in the country [Woodward undoubtedly refers here to his third 
semi-annual sale containing 3202 lots though bringing about a third of the McCoy sale], and with scarcely an exception the 
finest collection of American coins ever offered.” Attinelli wrote eloquently of the collector and his landmark collection: 
“This noted collection, always spoken of as the ‘McCoy’ collection, was sold by that gentleman to Mr. W. E. Woodward, 
whose property it was, when sold at auction. It consisted almost exclusively of American coins and medals. It contained, 
with but one exception, the finest collection of U. S. Cents ever offered at any sale. Exceedingly rich with ‘Political pieces,’ 
many of them exceedingly rare and fine, added to a fine collection of‘American Medals,’ it was deservedly celebrated. To 
this collection of coins Mr. Woodward added his fine collection of coin catalogues, circulars, pamphlets, and various other 
‘Nutnisgraphics.’l Mr. John F. McCoy, who made this collection of coins, is a native of Pennsylvania, and a prominent 
leather dealer in ‘The Swamp,’ well known among numismatists for his genial, affable, generous disposition; he has dark 
brown hair, a ruddy complexion, an eye usually beaming with a smile, slightly inclined to be portly in size; he is above the 
average in height, active in his motions, sociable in conversation, quick in discernment. His tastes early led him to select 
fine specimens, and judiciously secure a rarity, even if not quite up to his standard, until an opportunity might favor him 
with a better. He thus became the possessor of one of the finest collections in this country of American coins. Not having 
been so early in the field, as some few others, he, of course, failed to secure some of the rarities; it is much to be regretted 
that he so early left the numismatic field, where his absence was so undesired.”

Front flyleaf inscribed: “Chas. Chaplin, Boston, 1867” and “W. F. Johnson, Feb. 1874.” One of an apparently small number of 
copies inadvertently issued without a title-page, here accompanied by the special notice letter sent out by Woodward to 
ameliorate the problem. This example of the Chambers catalogue must have been a source of amusement to its initial 
owner, Charles Chaplin, who, it appears, was responsible for having it bound. A year earlier, Chaplin had issued, under the 
alias of Gointoem Strong, a fanciful listing of coins and medals distributed at W. Elliot Woodward’s March 20-25,1865 Sixth 
Semi-Annual Sale , as an “Addenda’’ (vide Bass Sale I, lot 50). In the catalogue offered herein, Woodward offers an example of 
the Gointoem Strong catalogue, observing: “Particular attention is called to the character of this collection, it being perhaps 
the most remarkable ever offered for sale in America. As the owner’s name does not appear in the ‘Directory,’ it is presumed 
that he modestly chose to conceal his identity by a nom deplume. Should the enterprising proprietor ever be found, it is to 
be hoped he will receive some fitting testimonial, both on account of the select nature of his collection and the remarkable 
literary ability displayed in the production of the catalogue.” Woodward’s comments on the Chambers sale appearing in his 
1880 listing of his output (vide lot 632) also bear repeating here: “The collection of Mr. Robert B. Chambers, of Providence, 
R. I., which, though of moderate extent, contained some most desirable pieces. The catalogue has long been very scarce.”

The entire collec¬ 
tion brought about $17,000, and had the sale taken place three or four years earlier and before Mr. Mickley was robbed of 
some $2,000 worth of his best foreign pieces, it would, without doubt have amounted to more than $25,000. This sale 
closed the semi-annual series of which it was the 10th. Whenever offered the catalogues command a very high price, as few 
were printed, and they are eagerly sought for.”

‘What man has done man may do’; and the ways of the Mint of the United States 
are past finding out, though transactions, such as restriking 1804 dollars, 1827 quarters, and rare half cents, and speculations 
in rare experimental coins designed, engraved, and struck at the expense of the government, have become too frequent not 
to be well understood.. .As Government is fond of illustrating its reports, as a frontispiece, is suggested a view of a son of a 
late official of the Mint, as he appeared at the store of the writer, when on a peddling expedition from Philadelphia to 
Boston, he drew from his pocket rolls of‘God our Trust’ patterns, and urged their purchase at wholesale, after sundry sets 
had been disposed of at one hundred dollars each to collectors of rare coins, with the assurance that only a very few had 
been struck, and that the dies were destroyed...”

In this listing, Sale “D” is indeed the aforementioned catalogue and Woodward notes that 
the second day of the sale featured coins and medals (the first was devoted to Munsell’s library, vide lot 409). A pencil note 
in this copy notes that only 50 copies (and 10 large size) were issued of the October 20-24,1863 catalogue post-sale edition 
with printed prices. Woodward’s prefatory remarks differ slightly here from the original American Journal of Numismatics 
article.
